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THE SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN DIFFICULTY. 


‘Taw. umexpected death of the King of Denmark has elevated 
into.@/question of the first rank and the gravest anxiety, 
adifficulty on which a week ago no. practical politician nota 
German or a Dane, would have wished to expend and 
exhaust his intellect. While the Schleswig-Holstein question 
itemained in the form of a dispute: between’ the Federal 
German Diet and Denmark as to the construction of certain 
} @ngagements which the King of Denmark had taken in his 
} cagaeity of Duke of Schleswig-Holstein,—and the indirect 
power which the. Diet had to interfere with the administration 
of Schleswig, it was. a pardonable indifference in Englishmen 
t@conceive that it was no business. of their's to unravel: an 
inizicate skein of political misunderstanding and’ intrigue 
sretching through four centuries at. least. But now a very 
different question has arisen, not only one on which England 
has pledged herself to a distinct view, but one which, may 
involve a great European war. And though we trust such a 
probability is still remote, there is quite enough inthe presemt 
attitude of Germany, and especially of Prussia, to rouse. the 
fears and demand the vigilance ofall practical European 
statesmen. 

Fortunately, the issue is not one of great complexity, and 
our readers need not fear-that.we are going to demand their 
attention to such grains and scruples of evidence as have.always 
hitherto been weighed out in controversies about. Schleswig- 
Holstein. The pivot of the present controversy is a treaty .as 
fecent as 1852;—and a very intelligible treaty. too—to which 
Russia, Prussia, Austria, France—then under: the Presidency 
of Napoleon—England, Sweden-Norway, and Denmark, were 
direct parties, and to which. Hanover, Saxony, Wurtemberg, 
Electoral Hesse, Oldenburg, as well’as most of the. small non- 
German Governments, afterwards acceded, This treaty was 
Signed quite unconditionally by all these Powers, and. decided

iQ His, Majesty the King of’ Demmark,” in. default..of, isanes 
male in a direct line from;the late King, The succession was 
upon Prince Christian of.

mark and his successors; and the Duke promised, for himself

“ whereby. .the tranquillity of His 
“might be disturbed, nor in any way to counteract. the 
“ resolutions which His Majésty might’ have ‘taken; or in 
“future. might take, in reference to the arrangement of the 
*« succession to all the lands. now.,united. wnder His Majesty's 
“ sceptre, or te the eventual organisation of his monaychy.” 
Of course, the Duke of Augustenburg’s cession.of his tech- 
nical rights, such as they were, could not bind his heir, and 
there was, nothing to prevent the young Duke claiming his 
right to the succession if he chose ;, but this act of cession is 
a clear indication. at least, of the intention of his father,—a 
clear reply to the assertion which he now makes that his 
father, the Duke of 1852, “renounced” in his favour. * 


Notwithstanding this formal act, however, of the European 
and all the greater German Powers (exeept Bavaria), the young 
Duke of Augustenburg now urges his hereditary claim to the 
succession to the Duchy of Schleswig-Holstein, and has issued 
an address to the people which he signs as their Duke. And 
his title is recognised, it is said, by the Dukes of Saxe-Gotha, 
Saxe-Weimar, and Saxe-Meiningen, and ‘also by a large majo-~ 
rity of the people in Holstein. If this were all, the matter 
would scarcely be much discussed, for none of these 
German potentates,—not even Bavaria, if she should take 
up the cause;—could exercise any effectual’ compulsion 
on Denmark. And as to the Holsteiners, unfortunately 
we think, — certainly with very little consistency with 
our ordinary principles’ in’ these matters, England has 
herself entered into the engagement of 1852 without-reference 
to the wishes of the Holstein people, indeed directly over- 
ruling what is generally supposed to be those’wishes. On 
that question, however, our word is pledged, and we are bound 
to recognise King Christian EX. as ruler, not only over Den- 
mark and Schleswig, but Holstein;—and if not absolutely 
pledged to support his claim by war, should that be necessary, 


it would. be. difficult te frame any fitting excuse for | 


not enforcing that obligation on Powers. which took the same 
engagements as ourselves with open eyes, if they. were now to 
refuse to give King Christian his throne. There can be £0 
question, with a new King,.of. fulfilment or non-fulfilment of 
obligations towards the Federal Diet. The German Powers, 
signitaries to the treaty of 1852,. may take what line they 
please on that head, and begin the everlasting quarrel anew 
as soon as they have acknowledged the newruler. But having 
bound themselves absolutely and unconditionally to. acknow- 
ledge Obristian [X., they, must- acknowledge him; and can by 
no means be allowed to plead prospective difficulties in shaping 
his policy to their liking, as,interfering with the, plain duty of 
fulfilling an explicit contraet; Their very first duty now is 
to fulfil their engagement. If:may be their subsequent duty 
to bring pressure to bear upon his poliey:in Schleswig-Holstein. 
But with that, the treaty of 1852 has nothing whatever to do. 

It would seem, then, so far, that there is no danger of a 


formidable quarrel as to the succession, if the signitaries to 
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There is no shadow of doubt that the || 


Majésty’s dominions } 
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the treaty of 1852. keep their explicit engagements. Unfor- 
tunately, a quibble—a mere quibble—may be raised in one 
way, and it is far from certain that one great German Power 
| miay not yield to the temptation of raising it. The Federal 
'German Diet never acceded to the treaty of 1852, though so 
‘many of its constituents did. And it is feared that the pre- 
sent us Ministry of the King of Prussia may advise 
‘him to say that while, as the King of Prussia, he recognises 
the new King of Denmark,—as one of the most influential 
‘members of the Diet he does not do so, and is quite willing to 
| move the Diet to set aside the succession, as inconsistent with 
| Pederal interests, and to declare for the Duke of Augusten- 
burg. We trust that a policy so double-faced and discre- 
|) ditable is impossible even to Herr Von Bismark, as we are 
tolerably confident that it is impossible to the advisers of the 
| Emperor of Austria. But we must remember that German 
‘|; party feeling on the Schleswig-Holstein question runs very 
| high in Germany, and especially in Prussia ; that all Germans 
'| are agreed in thinking that the only good chance for a Ger- 
| thamising policy in Schleswig is to separate Schleswig-Holstein 
from the Danish Crown; and that it is barely possible so auda- 
cious a course might tempt even the Liberal party in Prussia 
to. waive its opposition to the present unpopular Ministry, 
which stands in the greatest need of some such bid for 
| popular support. However, we need not gratuitously anticipate 
a political fraud even for Prussia, and such a step would be 
little, less than fraud, and very great folly too. Nothing 
} would delight France more than such an opportunity for a war 
| that might end in “ rectifying the frontier of the Rhine,”"—a 
war, too, to vindicate a treaty ratified by France under the Presi- 
dency of the present Emperor,—a war in which England 
could not but side against Prussia. If the King of Prussia should 
| throw such a golden opportunity into the hands of France, he 
| is blinder than even we suppose him. But if he does not, 
| there is, we think, little reason to fear the result. For with- 
out both Prussia and Austria the German Diet would be per- 
feetly powerless to interfere ; and the young Duke of Augus- 
tenburg would only add one more to the many helpless 
claimants for thrones now wandering drearily about Europe. 
| There is still, we think, every reason to hope that Christian 
| IX. may assume his Government undisturbed, and that if the 
| Schleswig-Holstein “question is- not~settled, it may yet soon 
) sink into the small proportions which it occupied only a 
|| week ago. 
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AGRICULTURAL PROSPECTS OF IRELAND. 


| A snort time ago “‘ A Cork Magistrate” alarmed the public 
| through the columns of the Zimes with some comparative 
| statistics relating to the crops and population of Ireland, and 
| with his own gloomy inferences from them. The figures are 
| no doubt correct and not very satisfactory, but we do not 

think the conclusions he deduced can be aceepted. As, how- 
\| ever, they appear to have aroused a certain echo in the 
|.common mind, we will point out wherein we think them open 
| to eriticism. To some of this writer's facts we ourselves called 
| attention somé’ months since. The general result appears to 
| be’ that there has been for some years back a progressive 
| diminution in the amount and value of live stock, as well 
4} as ‘in the amount of land under tillage and especially under 

wheat, and a progressive increase in the acreage laid down 
'| im grass.

| ‘The Zimes of Monday week reproduced a letter on this 
|| Subject from a clergyman residing in the South of Ireland so 
full of good sense and knowledge that we quote the greater 
portion of it here. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE DAILY EXPRESS. 
| Sm—I have read with attention the letters and articles in the 
|| London Times, and the letters and articles in the Express, upon the 
subject of Irish emigration, and having my own thoughts on the 
matters diseussed, I present them in the hope of allaying somewhat the 
excitement upon the subject. 
| I kave now for the last ten years settled in the midst of an agricul- 
|| tural population. I have anxiously observed the wretchedness with 
|| which T am surrounded, ahd my observation of facts has forced upon 
Mme several conclusions which are, I think, of weight in this discussion. 
Isee that as aclass the small farmers are doomed, and that nothing 
can save them from the effects of the process which sweeps them away. 
I see that even large farmers can oniy succeed by giving up all tillage, 
except what is absolutely negessary for their stock, and that they are 
universally aware that they never again can compete with America and 
the Baltic, &., in the matter of corn, but that they are able to compete 
Successfully with the world,. as to butter and meat ; that neither rents 
nor profits result from tilling, and that both can be made and realised, 
a8 well as at any former period, by stock and pasturage. 
I See, as the necessary consequence, the miseries of an unemployed 
ing Class, unable, after repeated trials and failures of the potato 
Stop, to live upon the land on which they are. squatted, if they had it 
i] Tent free, _ Now, contemplating these things locally, and, I trust, with 
kindly consideration and sympathy, apart from considerations as to the 
atmy and navy, and the relative numerical strength of England to the 
nations of Europe, and as to the report which the last census has borne, 
er the next may bear, and disregarding also the interests of the priests 


and the agitators in such matters, the following conclusions a 

me to follow :—That it is better for Ireland, for the world, and for the 
labourers themselves, that such as cannot find employment at home, or 
adequate wages, should emigrate than remain a source of misery, dis- 
affection, and weakness at home, the prey of those influences which 
heed not truth or rearon when they have to deal with idleness and 
misery. That emigration, in spite of the quotation from Goldsmith, is 
a remedy and not a disease, which the God of nature has ever employed 
beneficently for the lands repleted ann depleted, and that it is a safety- 
valve of accomplished value and importance at this present time among 
ourselves, and that Ireland has, since 1848, esca untold mise’ 
thereby, and will, for some time to come, still derive: benefit therefrom, 
That Governments, politicians, and priests may as well attempt to stop 
the operation of nature’s own laws as to stem the tide of exhigration to 
America andthe, colonies, and that, in my judgment, if they could 
they would also stop the remedial process which will result in the pros- 
perity of Ireland, in the peace and stability of the empire, and in benefit 
to those lands in which, happily, this surplus labour is needed, sending 
back again in a thousand, ways blessings upon ourselves. 

Not a man of this vast emigration assigns as the cause or has forthe 
motive of leaving anything religious or political; and so far ig it from 
deriving its impulse from anything in the relation of landlord and 
tenant, that I firmly believe it would go on and must go on if all the 
farmer's of Ireland were made the landlords instead of the tenants:of 
their several holdings. The labouring people of my neighbourhood 
esteem.themselves well off if they can get a shilling a day without 
house, meat, or drink, for three or four days of each week for the next 
six months, and this is actually what the fortunate few receive, and 
what the one resident proprietor who endeavours to find employment 
for them gives. In the summer they borrow a little to feed them while 
cutting their turf, and throughout the winter the wife, , the 
son, or the father, takes the ass-load of turf five Irish miles to sell for 
8d and 10d, and often 6d, which is to feed and pay for the ass 
and the guide, and meet the demand ‘of the loan fund. These 
people are wretchedly fed, clothed, housed. The farmers will give no 
employment till the long days return, though they thus sow late and 
lose their, harvest, When some of these wretched people succeed in 
escaping to America or New Zealand, with a kindliness which isan 
honour to our native land, they soon gladden the desolate homesteads 
they have left by the remittance to the aged parent, and the passage 
warrant to the brother or the sister. And this kind of argument for 
emigration. is so potent as to resist all the cries of alarm, and all the 
denunciatious of press, platform, and altar made against it. The 
peasantry will go and prosper without considering other interests than 
their own, and the land which they have allowed to perish with water 
and. to become the prey of weeds, which they have not dug nor tilled, 
and which they have poisoned with bog stuff for manure, will yield four- 
fold’ with ordinary skill and capital, instead of becoming “a desolate 
Campagna.”—Faithfully yours, D. Foumy.

DEFINITE AND INDEFINITE CONGRESSES. 


WE showed last week that the Emperor's proposal for a Euro- 
pean Congress to talk over things in general, however natural 
for him to make, was simply impossible for England, ‘or for 
Europe to aceept. A Congress to divide the spoils of suc- 
cessful war is intelligible enough, and would have a specific 
and necessary function to perform. The same may be said of 
a Congress to determine the settlement of a succession, about 
to lapse, to which there were many claimants, and over the 
body of which there were likely to be fierce disputes. The 
same may be said of a Congress to arrange terms of pacifica- 
tion after a long and exhausting conflict, of which all parties 
were thoroughly tired. But a Congress during time of peace 
to diseuss the advisability of territorial re-arrangements; to 
consider whether there isnot a flaw in the title of this. or 
that Potentate to a part of his dominions which he has held 
for a generation ; to. ask one Sovereign to be merciful to, re- 
bellious subjects, or another to grant constitutional rights 
and civil privileges which are neither universal nor identical 
among the recommending Powers ; this is a sort of Areopagus 
which has not been seen, and the raison d’étre of which it 
would not be easy to make good. 


Nor, if the Emperor who originated this notable idea would 
condescend to specify his objects and his topics of discussion 
(as it is understood he has been asked to do), would the 
meeting become much more feasible. Russia could not with 
much hope, nor scarcely with much decorum, be expected to 
attend a Congress summoned specially to determine whethershe 
ought not to be directed to give up Poland, or to prescribe, 
the terms on which she should be permitted to retaim “it. 
Nor could Austria be expected to agree to a debating society 
met, to discuss her claim to Venetia. Nor, to take a ‘much 
weaker case, could we ask Turkey just now to join us in con- 
sidering whether she ought not to surrender Moldavia in order 
to compensate Austria, or concede the independence of Servia 
in order to satisfy the Servians. Nor finally, to take a far 
stronger case, would there be much doubt as to our course if 
we were requested, by some restless and eccentric Sovereign 
who loved activity and had his own notions of justice ang

expediency, to send Plenipotentiaries to a Congress which he 
had summoned.to consider the propriety of advising England 
to give up Gibraltar—as Mr Goldwin Smith so long ago 
sugyested. Theproposal of any such partial and one-sided 
topies for congressional debate would of course be simply 
® gratuituous and absurd affront. 

But the Emperor, with all his embarrassing qualities and 
patent faults, understands his position, and does not usually 
deal.either in the insulting, the gratuitous, or the absurd. 
He probably knows very well what he wants, and it may be 
that if pressed to define his meaning and his views, he may, 
rather than abandon his idea of a Congress‘in Paris, give an 
answer to objecting Powers that would be at once perplexing 
and tempting in no ordinary degree. He may say in effect : 
—*“ There is not one question only which menaces the peace 
“ of Europe; there are several, which, as long as*they remain 
“unsolved, render the general tranquillity always precarious 
“and permanently impossible, and which can only be solved 
“ either by war or by a Congress. J, the much maligned 
“ Sovereign,—tI, the femme incomprise of Europe—I, so un- 
“ justly charged with turbulence and ambition,—I, the best 
“ prepared military chief in the world,—urge upon you the 
“« pacific in preference to the warlike mode of solution. Will 
“ you not aid me in so good a cause ¢” 

Now, we cannot deny that there are at least four such un- 
settled questions; that three of them are both serious and ur- 
gent ; and that these three interest the revolutionary party in 
Europe, that they are vital to the Emperor who isthe crowned 
representative of that party, and in secret has always acknow- 
ledged it as his’ special and somewhat formidable ally. The 
Sehleswig-Holstein question has often threatened us with dis- 
turbances ; but that is of comparatively small moment and 
extent, and may easily be prevented from issuing in actual 
hostilities, without calling forth the magnificent machinery 
of a Congress. The independence of Hungary, too, which 
enve did give rise to a bloody and a shameful war, seems now 
verging towards a fair and satisfactory compromise. More- 
over, the Magyar cause is at once too rational and too aristo- 
cratie to interest the revolutionary party very earnestly, 
except as a secondary element. But there can be no peace— 
no security at least—no condition of “stable equilibrium” to 
be attained—/irst, till Poland is either utterly crushed out, or 
rendered virtually independent, or constitutionalised under an 
adequate and trusted guarantee ;—secondly, till on some terms 
or other, by gift or purchase or seizure, with or without 
compensation elsewhere, Venetia is allowed to annex herself 
to the Italian Kingdom ;—and thirdly, till France withdraws 
her troops from Rome. 


It-is impossible not to see at a glance that the last of these 





| umpopular occupations is at least as incapable of permanent 


endurance and as’ menacing to continued peace as either of 
the others; and tlat the Emperor, if a Congress ever meets, 
could never propose to discuss the two other matters and yet 
withdraw this one from the arena,—to dilate on the sins of 
Austria and Russia, and yet insist on silence in reference to 
his‘own. But supposing he were to say to those who have 
asked him to be specific :—“ I, like you, have something to give 
“up; I may be charged with maintaining a position which

“te-arrange ; and I am perfectly prepared to prove my bona 
* fides by submitting the French occupation of Rome, as well 
“ as the retention of Poland and Venetia, to the consideration 
“* of the European Sovereigns, my brethren and my guests. If 
“ Austria will do her part towards completing and tranquillising 
“Italy, by abandoning Venice, I will do my part by retiring 
“ from Rome, if only we can among us devise any means of 
“* securing the safety and. independence of the Holy Father. 
“After this double’ example of generosity and good. faith, 
““gunely the Czar of. Russia, will not hesitate to go and do 
“likewise.” If Louis Napoleon were to startle the Powers 
by: language of this sort—and he is quite capable of such a 
dramatic pose—it would be difficult, for England at least, 
tethrow cold water on-his scheme. 


Nevertheless’ we believe, and we trust, that the Imperial 
proposal) may come to nothing. It is true that the several 
questions we have: named do require solution, and would be 
better for a pacific solution. But it is by no means certain 
that a Congress would offer a very probable, or the most 
probable; mode of such solution.

THE STAFFORDSHIRE PRIZE AGREEMENT. 


We conclude our remarks on the prize agreement, and on Mr’ 
Chawner’s competing and really better agreement, inasmuch as-the 
former offends against the principle, that industry, to be successful, 
must be secure and free. It must be borne in mind in considerio 
farming contracts, that the tenants are requiring greater coounar hell 
more freedom of action, which the proprietors :of the soil resist, and 
such efforts as that which produced the Staffordshire prize agree- 
ment are intended to satisfy farmers without giving up ‘the control 
their landlords at present have over them. At the Rugby Agricul- 
tural Meeting, where Lord Lichfield somewhat warmly vindicated 
the decision of the Committee who awarded the prize to the 
agreement under consideration, he thus incidentally expressed ‘the 
feelings of the landowners on the question:—‘‘I have seen 
remarks made by more than one large landed proprietor, and: 
especially by our friend the Earl of Shrewsbury, expressing ; 
approval of the object.of the ‘Committee. At the same time that | 
Lord Shrewsbury did this, he expressed what I hope and believe 
to be the feeling of most of the large landed proprietors inthis 
county, namely, that they are, upon the whole, satisfied with the 
existing understanding between themselves and, their tenaniry.” 
But then that satisfaction is by no means mutual, for the tenants, 
want more freedom and more security, and in the interest .of good, 
hnsbandry they ought to have both. ‘Che’Chairman, Mr Chawner,,, 
in replying to Lord Lichfield, expressed this feeling when -hesaid-of 
such an agreement that, “‘if it does not providefor two points, it is 
not worth the paper on which it is written. Those two points.are : 
first, unless it abrogates root and branch every restriction on the 
cultivation of land, it is not worth a halfpenny,........ and, secondly, 
it is of no use if it does not tackle the question of incoming and 
outgoing tenants.” To which he afterwards added: ‘There 





must be a combination of all who are interested in land to 
carry the new system through with success. You must 
have the owners of the land, you must have the occu- 
piers of the land, and you must have the labourers on the land 
with you. Ido not believe, when it is put to them in the right 
manner, the owners will shrink from their duty.” They must 
make the necessary permanent improvements. ‘‘There are 
instances. in which tenant-farmers are called upon to 
make these improvements, which the owner ought himself to 
make, I know from experience in various counties that tenant- 
farmers have not more capital than they can profitably employ.in 
stocking and cuitivating their farms; and, therefore, I say that 
the permanent improvements ought to be undertaken by the 
OWNETS......04+ He (the landlord) must remember that a well- 
cultivated estate, and a weil-affected rural population, are his | 
security and ought to be his pride.” 

But to revert to the details of the prize agreement. 

Next we have the “ unexhausted improvements ” clause. 

18.—At the expiration of the tenancy, all manure made on the farm 
shall be the property of the landlord, except as hereafter mentioned : 
The tenant shall be paid one-half of the cost of all purchased manures 
applied to root crops (except potatoes) during the last year of the 
tenancy, and one-fourth of that applied during the previous year, pro- 
viding the cost do not exceed the average of ‘the two preceding years. 
The tenant shall also be paid for all unprepared bones and lime used.on 
the farm during the last four years of the tenancy, and for all burnt 
soil or marl, where the dressing of such soil or marl has not'been less 
than eighty eubic yards to the acre; one-fourth of the cost in each 
case being deducted for each year’s use. For every other fertiliser-of-a 
permanent character the tenant shall be paid sueh amount as the 
arbitrator may determine. 

19.—The tenant shall also be paid according to the following scale 
for all corn, cake, or linseed, consumed by stock (except horses). If 
during the last two years the amount used ex in vale ten per 
cent. of the rent, he shall be paid one-third of the amount consumed 
during the last year, and one-fourth of the amount consumed during 
the last year but one. If the value consumed be under ten .per cent. 
and above five per cent., he shall be paid one-fourth of the value con- || 
sumed during the last year. If the value consumed be five.per cent. |; 
or under, he shall not be paid amything. Vouchers in all cases shall be |’ 
produced by tenant. 

20.—If the tenant has laid down during the last ten years any |, 
drains, or taken up and replanted any old fences, with the consent of |: 
the landlord in writing, he shall, at the expiration of the tenancy, be 
repaid the amount so expended, subjected to a deduction of one-tenth 
for each year’s use. All other permanent improvements made .by the 
tenant, with the landlord’s consent in writing, shall be paid for as the 
arbitrators may determine. 

Whatever may be the value of these clauses, they cannot anddo 
not form any substitute for a lease, and they are far ‘more likely:to 
lead to dispute and litigation. How many farmers, farming/under 
the illusion created by such an agreement that they were in secure 
possession of their farms, would be able to prove, against.an 
adverse landlord, all the details implied by these clauses? Avfarm 
contract cannot be too simple. The whole matter was thus stated, 
in a few sentences, at the late meeting of the North: Walsham 
(Norfolk) Agricultural Society, when Lord Woodhouse said: 
“I believe the best policy for the landlord is always:the interest:of 
the tenant, and what is policy for the landlord, if it. be readly: 
good policy, must be te the interest of the tenant. I believe.good 
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the ae like way, without imposing any needless restrictions on

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policy on the part of the landlord to be this,—that where land is 
to’ be let (of course, in occupations of some size, which are to be 
held by men possessing some means and capital to farm as men 
do in the present day, in a superior manner), the landlord should 
undertake the permanent improvements [draining, building, 
roads, and fences.]. When that is done, if the landlord will then 
select a competent tenant, and give him possession of a farm so

en the landlord’s part,—and will give that tenant a sufficient lease 
floud cheers and bravos here interrupted the speaker] upon a 

nable agreement, he would be consulting not only the interest 
ef the tenant, but he would be consulting what is more important 
to,me, and of the utmost, importance, if such a system is to be 
carried out, the interest of the landlord,” This leaves little to be 
desired. 


Some of the provisions of .Mr Chawner’s competing agreement, 
whieh we have before mentioned as having been read at the 
Cannock Society’s meeting, are far superior to those of the prize 
agreement. both for simplicity and intelligibility of the language, 
and as practical arrangements between landlord and tenant. For 
instance. :— 

4.—He [the tenant] will keep the farmhouse and buildings in 
tenantable order and condition, as also all gates, fences, drains, and 
water-courses, and farm the land according to the rules of clean 
husbandry, sowing the same proportion with wheat in the last year of 
tenancy as if he were remaining tenant. 

Again :— 

6.—He shall not make any alteration in the building either by taking 
away or adding, or in the line of fences and boundaries, or in any drain 
or water-course, nor cut down trees or underwood, nor break up meadow 
or pasture, nor underlet or assign, without the consent in writing of the 
landlord first obtained in each case. 

7—The landlord shall be at liberty, by himself or his agent, to enter 
upon the farm at reasonable times, to examine the condition thereof, 
and to fell timber, making compensation for damage. 

8.—He shall also have power to charge dilapidations in the event of 
the tenant making default in the due observance of any of the previsions 
above stated. 


Then the following going-off stipulations by which the land- 
lord or his incoming tenant are to be bound, are expressed in a 


the actnal tenant :— 


10.—He will pay to the tenant when going off at the end of his 
tenancy for the usual tillages, and for seeds; for half the value of all 
manure at the current market value (whether made on the farm or 
purchased), applied during the last year, and for half value of all lime 
so applied, and full value for all hay, straw, and manure remaining un- 
expended on the farm, and for labour in carting and spreading clay or 
marl in the last three years. 

11.—He will also pay to him when going off, in respect of the land 
cropped with wheat, provided he shall have sown the same proportion 
| as he would have done if continuing tenant, for the seed, labour, as well 
} as for manure before provided for, rent and other liabilities incurred 
during the last half-year and duly discharged by him. 


Next we have an excellent provision for ascertaining the condi- 
tion of the land on the tenant’s entry, or when the special yearly 

agreement is made with him, and the ratio of improvement or the 
| reverse during his occupation :-— 

13.—The condition of the lands, as described in the schedule hereto 
appended, is admitted by both parties as the basis on which two valuers 
as referees, one to be chosen by each, or the umpire to be chosen by 
them, if they disagree, shall at the end of the tenancy strike a balance 
between unexhausted improvements made with consent of landlord, 
and the dilapidations, and between allowances and rent, and there- 
| upon award the amount to be paid in full satisfaction of all claims on 
either side.

Yet in no country in Europe would small notes be so usefulas 
in France, for in.no other is.the stock of the precious metals: so 
large—so superabundant, Capitalists and economists. of authority: 
calculate that at the present time the amount of coin held inthe 
country is, in round figures, seven milliards, which in English make 
280,000,000/. if I mistake not, the coin in circulation in England, 

: : 

| Ireland, and Scotland, is somewhere about 50,000,000/—certainly 
not more than 60,000,000/. Now, if such a sum is enough for 
England, it would be more than enough for France, where come 
merce is infinitely less both in extent and in activity ; and conse 
quently France has lost an incalculable sum by the non-employment 
for years of say—to take a moderate estimate—200,000,000/ 
abundant and unnecessary coin, andshe loses thereby every day. Even, 
it the whole of the aforesaid 280,000,000/ were in circulation heros 
would be very considerable, seeing that the coin would be unprodug- 
tive: but, at all events, trade would be more active. Jn point of fact, 
however, the greater part of that large sum is held by peasants, 
and is carefully buried by them in holes and corners: it is déad. 
Undoubtedly the Bank of France, having the monopoly of issue 
in this country, is to be blamed for not having, by an issxe of small 
notes, made long ago an attempt to disinter the buried part of the 
said sum, and to employ it in profitable purposes: but better late 
than never. And now, owing to the ignorance relative to the 
functions of banks, and especially of banks of issue, which 
terrible monopoly of the Bank of France has maintained 
this country,—it will be altogether beyond the power of that balk, 
within any reasonabls time, to replace all, or even the greater part 
of the superabundant coin by notes.

In the corresponding week of 1853 the news from the seat 
of war in the Prineipalities was, so far, favourable to Turkey. 
The Russians‘had been defeated with loss of 2;0@0men at 
Oltenitza.

‘The Pied- 
montese troops were beginning to experience checks from 
bands loyal to the King in the provinces.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The English wheat trade at Mark lane, to-day, was very firm, 
and both red and white parcels changed hands at fully previous 
tates. Foreign wheat was held for more money ; but buyers were 
indisposed to operate at higher prices. Good and fine malting 
barley moved off steadily, at extreme currencies, and oats—in 
consequence of the smail importaticn—sold at slightly enhanced 
rates. Flour was in moderate request, and prices ruled firm. 
Other articles were quiet, and unaltered in value from Monday. 
This week’s imports amount to 1,100 quarters of wheat ; 7,850 
barley ; 6,960 oats ; 650 sacks and 4,620 barrels of flour. 

Wheat at Liverpool this morning was in good demand, at an 
advance of Id per cental. Flour changed hands more freely, at 
full prices. Maize, however, was dull, on former terms. 

At Alexandrie, during the week ending Nov. 4th, there was 
more firmness in the corn trade, and the quotations had an up- 
ward tendency. Saide wheat realised 28s 8d to 28s 10d; Buhi, 
31s to 328; Beheireh red, 288 3d to 28s 6d; barley, 173 2d to 
19g 3d; Saide beans, 26s 6d; and Beheireh, 25s per quarter, free 
| on board. 
|... Lhe uncertainty of the money market has this week again pro- 
, duced a very dull feeling in'the Liverpool cotton market. The 
total sales amount to only 29,000 bales, including 12,000 to spin- 

ners, 12,000 on speculation, and 5,000 for export. Quotations are 
1d to 1}d below those of Friday last. Not many sellers, however, 
are to be found at this reduction, the opiuion about the article
